to considerable alartn fait among the Ooi- 
byites over the proopeet of the over¬ 
shadowing of their legitimate tonaa by 
something new to the fotm of a popular 
revolt against the bishop’s bill. 

George L. Beeord. the prominent 
leader to the Oolby movement, has 
written a strong and remarkable letter 
to the Bev. Ob arise E. Nash, an aatfr* 
saloon league agitator. Mr. Booord says 
to part; 

“My general Instlnot Is to work wttb 
any olaas of people wbo are laboring to 
Improve existing conditions, or who 
think they are, and for that reason, I 
find It hard not to help you. But I am 
strongly opposed to your aatlon In try- 
lag to raise tbls teeue at the preaeut 
time. 

“If you are gotog to put Into the cat¬ 
egory of crime the peraoual habits of a 
large body of our people, I do cot tbiafc 
It Is fair that a majority of ooe vote at a 
popular electlou should be sufficient to 
do It, but the bett reason le that unleas 
you can carry looal option by a pro¬ 
nounced majority, the law Is not likely 
to be enforoed. Tbe practical objection 
that I have to your movement at this 
time, however, la that if you suooeed In 
attrootlDg public attention to your Issue, 
you will throw into utter confusion the 
fight foi representative government In 
this State. The corporations control our 
polltios by owning the political machines 
of both parties. This Is a much greater 
evil than Intemperance, In my opinion, 
because It Involves the very existence of 
representative government. Some of us. 
by almost lnoredlble sacrifices and labors 
have managed to get tbls Issue quite 
clearly before tbe public, Tbe public can 
only settle one Issue at a time. 

“If we are defeated tbls fall, It will be 

a 

due In my judgment entirely to tbe faot 
that you have Injected an issue wbioo, 
however, rtgbteousjt may be In itself, Is 
not our Issue, and cannot be settled at 
the same time with our Issue. If you 
suooeed In attracting any considerable 
interest to your Issue, the only effect 
will be to put tbe old political gang hack 
in power and obeok the ao-cailed Oolby 
movement, and thus make all the work 
of tbe last three or four years to vato. 
Practical atatemauahlp In this country 
must work at one problem at a time. An 
you have waited all these year* before 
fotetog your issue, why oan you not wait 
at least this year amt let he fight out fete 
question ot the oontvol of ear political 
parties by the corporations?

The members of the oewly area ted 
Oounty Board of Taxation called a dud—- 
her of the tat assessors from the subur¬ 
ban municipalities of this oounty to¬ 
gether at tbe eourt bouse k in Newark oa 
Friday afternoon of last week to ooafor 
wttb them oa the matter of assessing 
property, both personal aod reel, this 
current year. Tbe oouoty board held up 
as an example to the aubuibanlte* the 
aotlon of ths Newark Tax Oonimtaalqeera 
In making ao Increase of nearly one 
hundred million lo the city valuation*, 
and Intimated that they expected the 
aeeeaeora In the suburb* to make a pro¬ 
portionate locrease. 

Some of the assessors whose taxing 
district* oonslet almost wholly of larja 
land did not hesitate to aay that it would 
be Impossible for them to moke aay 
material loot ease. 

The oouoty board members said thafe 
due attention must be giveo to personal 
property and book stock* and corpora¬ 
tion a took*. 

In the matter of aaeeealng national 
bank atooka the assessors from this 
town asked what aotlon should be taken 
lo cases where tbe deduotlona to which 
national banks claimed to he legally 
entitled exceeded the ospltal stock and 
surplus. 

Mr. Anderson, chairman of the ceuoty 
board, did not appear to think auch a 
situation possible. The Newark Tax 
Commtselonere, he aald. ware assessing 
national bank stock and be directed the 
looal assessors to do It also. 

Tbe Bloomfield assessors contended 
that the national banks were now 
entitled to the exemption privilege* of 
trust oompanles by reason of holding 
non-taxable seourltle* to ao amount to 
exoeas of their stock aod surplus, but 
Mr. Anderson overruled the contention. 
Trust oompany ospltal stock, he said, 
wae not aanevsed lo Newark, hut the 
trust oompanles paid oo a large personal 
property aeoeaement. The Fidelity 
Trust Oompany, he sold, paid tux on on 
aaaesameat of $60,000. Many qjeetloag 
were asked to regaMl to the isn—ret 
of properties aow oovered on fete ex¬ 
empt list. 

The Bloomfield assessors asked If they 
would ba obliged to assess the Newark 
otty water matos that parallel the East 
Jersey Water Company’s mains to 
Brookdale. Mr. Anderson said be would 
get an opinion from the assistant State 
attorney general oo that matter. 

The local assessors also asked some 
questions about the assessment of cor¬ 
poration property, particularly telegraph 
and telephone Hoes. 

Assessors from other places asked 
many questions on that subject and 
others. 

The county board asked the assessor* 
to have their duplloates ready by Tues¬ 
day, August 7tb, and deposit them with 
tbe oounty board for Inspection and re¬ 
vision. Tax appeals to the future wtii 
have to be made to the county board 
and th>a revising of the tax lists will ba 
done by the oounty board under the new 
law, home rule to the matter of property 
assess men to la praoUoaiiy extinguished.
